They object to this measure—be­ 
cause. thty bay, that the Assembly had 
no viji^ht 
to make 
the Choice 
at 
that time ; inasmuch asa new choice of 
Rcprestntatives was to intervene, before 
ihc time when Mr. Burrill shotild take 
his scat ;— and, becausc M r.'Burrill was 
not eligible ; being then Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and Chief 
Justice Klcet of the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 


W e will answer these objections, in 
the order they have been mentioned ; 
and first, as to the alkd^ed impropriety 
of the hlection at ihe time ii was madt?, 
it cannot be alledged, that the Federal

î)ince the election took place, and in 
con?ec^uence of the clamours and threats 
of those v":mocrat», who cuuld not be 
restrained from vemmg their spleen at 
Mr. Üurril), and disclosin;' the intentions 
of iheir party to defcAt his appointment, 
the subject has been investigatechi and 
though M r. Hurrill himself, and many 
others,were still confident of ihu legality 
OÍ the choice ; yet, it must be candidly 
conleübcd, sufliciciit doubts were enter* 
taintd by some, to render it expcd eii' 
that a new choice should be made, in or­ 
der to (ike sway the possibility of the 
State’s losing for u tin*e » portion of iu 
rcptesenjaiion in the Councils of the 
Ni'iion.— Feelin" a just sense of the-im- 
pijiiauce of this Ci>n*.idcration. with a 
rcspectlul deference foi the opinions of 
oti.ers, and t laudable preference of the 
public interests to his own advantage 
and honor, Mr. Burrill, in a tnodest but 
digniüed communication to the General 
Assen>bly at their F< huiary sesttion, re­ 
signed the appointnieiii into their hand», 
and again placed the Oflicc at tkcii dis. 
pQsaI.^\Vi«.h this I ene wed proof of his 
licvotedness to the interests oi the State, 
the General Asttmbly, consistently with 
themselves, honorably to >ir. Burrill, 
and we trust with advantage to the Stale, 
re-appointed him. 


It appears then, tbat Mr. Ilurrill was 
elected in the first iiibtunce in the belief, 
both of |tioiself and of his friends, that 
the appointment wat legal *, and it fur* 
tbcr^^pchrs, that let the tlection have 
tikéi^ placo when il might, the same 
person would have been elected ¿ and 
i¡ that we have abundant reason to be sa* 
liüficd with the ctioice.

— Now, so far from this, Mr. Burrill had 
not Entered upon the dutiea of a Judge, 
while he continued Speaker of the 
House i and there is no practice more 
common, than for Members of the G e­ 
neral Assembly, when chosen to any 
Office, deemed incompaiible with their 
\:ontinuance in the House, to hold their 
^eats during <he session— It was in con- 
fiVrmity to this practice, that Mr. Btirrill 
CkVntinued Speaker of the House, after 
he was elected Judge, and before he en- 
tei^pd on the duiitis o f the latter Office ; 
— and as to he vcnatorsnip, we all kin-w 
that the ex- reine of its duii&s did not 
commence uniil the fourth of March 
last ; previously to whibh tinte, Mr. Bur- 
rill relinquished hie seat in the Coui t: 


It therefore further appears, that Mr. 
Burrill has not held and cxcrciscd the 
functioas of two OiliCfes at any one time ;

—»and that he successively ;\nd season­ 
ably resignedthe place he had yrevioi)»- 
ly held, before he entered upoi) the du­ 
ties of a new appointment: 


T hus from all these known fects, and 
fair reasjtiin^, wc are brought irresisi- 
ably to conclusions, honorable to the 
Legislature and to Mr. Burrill, and corl. 
lounding to iheir enemie^s ;—and arc 
entirely ai u loss to discover any fault in 
all these proceedings, except in the 
fault-finding 
democrat^ 
themselves, 
who had piiVaiely framed a i^ oicr.i a- 
gainst Mr. B unill’s election in June, 
with an intentioiklo defeat it,nnd theieby 
to degrade Mr. Burrill, and injure the 
State, by depriving il of «>ne of its F^c- 
presentutives in the ^t•!la^.e, lor one ses­ 
sion— Fihding ihemsclve^ dcieated in 
this malicious atteinpt,bÿ the disinterest- 
ednesa of Mr. Burrill and tIi« providence 
of the General Assembly, and unwilling 
10 lose the benefits they expected to de­ 
rive froiti this circtimstance, they hav0 
endeavoured to tnake use of it both to* 
detract frohi the merit of Mr. Bun ill, 
and tç prtjudii^e the election of Gover­ 
nor Jones. 


In addition ttí the desire of rcvolu- 
lionixtng the State, and obtaining the as­ 
cendency in its Government, with the 
enjoyment or distribution of its oflices — 
they are actuated by an unconquerable
